Ends in Tragedy. 


New Orleans, La., Dec. 31.—John 


B. Moissant, daring American avi- 
ator, confident of adding to his many 
laurels of the air the MIchelln cup 
record for 1910. fell to his death 
at 9:55 this morning while making 
a flight preliminary to his attempt 
to win this trophy. While preparing 
to make a landing on a special field 
selected for the Michelln cup trial, 
twelve miles west of New Orleans, 
and along the east bank of the Mis- 
sissippi river. Moissant. was thrown 
from a Blerlot monoplane and land- 
ed on his head thirty-six feet from 
where 
the 
machine 
struck 
the 


ground. 
His neck was broken by 


the fall. Otherwise there was not a 
bruise on his body. 


Neck Was Broken. 


The neck was broken In the cor- 


vlcal region, producing death within 
ten seconds, according to the coro- 
ner.

picked him up while the newspaper 
men and officials rushed to him. A 
special train of flat cars was stand- 
ing near the scene of the accident 
and the body was hurriedly placed 
aboard and brought to the city and 
taken to an undertaking establish- 
ment.

nobody heard a. disturbance. Both the 
police department ana Coroner Kesler 
took-np an investigation, and meantime 
the remains of trie unfortunate man

Kirchner's form upon the floor was 
made -when the foreman of the Insti- 
tution noticed a light burning in the 
"brew house and sent an employe to 
Investigate. Kirchner was unconscious 
end the ambulance was at once called. 


Petectjve Sergeant Pappert. who was 


assigned to the case, says his investi- 
gations show that KJrchner had fn!1»n 
from a tank sixteen feet to the floor 
btlow: treat his leg was broken -when 
he struck upon a barrel in the fall, and 
that the skull fracture was produced 
•when the T^ody struck upon 'he cement 
floor. Kinchner had been employed at 
the brewety for several years, and five 
years ago Is said t" have narrowly es- 
caped dealth there when his clothing 
caught in ift line shaft. 


He was va native nf Germany, but

whereas, In the other classes the gov- 
ernment pays enough to make It un- 
necessary that a postmaster devote 
any of his time to any pursuit other 
than the administration of his office. 


Practically every brancli of employ- 


ment in the nation's great postal es- 
tablishment, from assistant postmas- 
ters down, is now under the rules of 
the classified service. The most sin- 
gular anomaly and striking contradic- 
tion of the whole service Is that tho 
heads of tho greatest individual parts 
of the vast machlno are continued 
under the spoils order. In each of the 
large cities, as New York, Chicago, 
Philadelphia, St. Louis. Boston and so 
on down, perhaps the greatest single 
business interest Is the federal post- 
olllce. It employs thousands, hundreds 
or scores of men, according as tho city

An excellent imita- 
tion can he obtained by mixing equal 
portions of Worcestershire sauce and 
Puerto Rico molasses. 


The soyu as made in Japan is com- 


posed of fermented wheat and beans 
mixed with snlt and vinegar.but the 
proportions and process I do not know.

However successful stays may be in 


giving a woman the correct figuve 
now, she must make provision for the 
future, for if she Is stout and flesh 
is compressed under strong stays she 
later may find that the compression 
may cause muscles and cords to lose 
their natural elasticity and power to 
hold the weight of flesh, and should 
this happen a woman would rue the 
flay when fashion changes, as it al- 
ways does, and another shape is re- 
quired for her gowns. 


To obviate such possibility exer- 


cising . a little without stays will do 
no harm, and perhaps may do a great 
deal of good in that it will keep the 
body In muscular condition and the 
more the muscles are able to do what 
Is. required of them the better. 


It stands to reason, that if- they are 


never used, and much of the time are 
compressed under tight stays, they 
will grow flabby, and with a woman 
of middle age once this happens it !s 
almost impossible to overcome. 


Ten minutes given in the morning 


to muscular work, before putting -in 
stays, is certainly worth trying. An 
excellent movement is to try to bend 


'rom the waist, going low. while keep- 
ng the knees straight. Under no cir- 
cumstances are the knees to bend, for 
:hen there is no work done by the 
hips. 
Bending over front, back and 


sldewlse Is limbering. 


Any woman who has 
seen skirt 


dancing 
will understand 
that 
the 


beautiful posing of the dancer is done 
entirely from the waist line, and the 
flexibility of muscles there enables the 
dancer to be graceful, and at the same 
time it keeps her slender. 


All so-called 
"kicking" of profes- 


sional skirt dancers is done from the 
hips. 
Women, untrained in physical 


culture do not begin 
to 
work the 


muscles and cords about their hips 
and waist as much as the}' should, 
and in that fact lies the cause of in- 
creasingly 
large figures as middle 


age comes on. 


It Is not well to try to bend from 


the hips while wearing long stays, and 
Indeed such an effort may work ham 
by compressing the orsans.

Although I do not disapprove of so 
ailed "liquid" powders—washes tha 
ro substitutes for powders—I thlnl 
he dry dust Is better to use In cold 
weather, because any liquid is rmr 
apt to be carried Into the pores than 
powder that will remain on the sur 
ace unless it Is driven In by rub 
blng. 


If. as Is not uncommon, there ar 


•ough places on the face, spots whlc 


lines, wear union undergarments, for 
they save an extra thickness around 
the waist. 
Such garments are now 


made sleeveless and with now necks, 
and as that portion of the body usu- 
ally has the added protection of fur 
pieces when the wearer goes into the 
street, the body is, warm. 


It seems to take some women a long 


time to understand that when they aro 
cold they have a pinched and drawn 
look and the appearance of age U 
greatly Increased, for cold contracts 
the muscles about the nose and Jaws 
and even If the nose does not redden 
in sympathy the effect Is unpleasant

Prettier than the stereotyped scen- 
rv papers In blue and white for a 
Dutch dining room is a figured papev. 
ilufi as a background for walls Is to 
e avoided in all but large rooms 
phere heavy furniture is used. In any 
uantity, blue, unless In its lightest 
hades has the unfortunate effect of 
Absorbing light and for that reason 
must be selected with discretion. 
\ paper with white ground, covered 


vith large conventional figures in out- 
ine rather than solid, is effective and 
it the same time sufficiently light to 
bfi suitable for a small or medium 
sized room. Whether or not a border 
s 'used depends upon the height of the 
celling. 


There should be a bare floor, even 


f it is necessary to paint the boards. 
Should this be necessary, a mahogany 
or nondescript brown will be most de- 
sirable 
Red cannot be used and a 


painted floor which is light will'al- 
ways look cold. 
As the walls are figured, the win- 


dow, hangings should be plain, blue 
and white being combined by using 
two sets one of each color. The un- 
der set may be of white cotton crepe. 
A small ball fringe nround the ed^e 
adds to the attractiveness. 


Over these, on a separate small rod, 


nans? a set of linen, tho same sliade 
of blue as appears In the walls. 


•A blue ball fringe might be put 


around tho white curtains and a flat 
white fancy linen band at the edge of 
the blue.

(nd to end,-star -shaped and one IOK 
end reaching to your hnnd. so that you 
can push it In from time to time to 
the center without trouble of getlng up 
to stoke the Ore.

The 
patient should be disturbed as little 
as possible and encouraged to sleep, 
while carefully watched for at least 
an hour afterwards.

Text—Ps. 90:9: "We spend our years as a tale that "is told.' 


What Is Life? I went to the diction- 


ary for a definition and it said: "Life

I went to the scient- 
ists—those who call themselves "biol- 
ogists" and should therefore certainly 
know—. and Herbert Spencer, their il- 
lustrious spokesman, gave this trans- 
lucent answer: "Life is a 
definite 


combination of heterogeneous changes, 
simultaneous and successive, in corre- 
spondence 
with external coexistence 


and sequences." Then I questioned the 
poets. Shakespeare likened it to a 
drama: 


Out. out. brief-canfllel 
Life's but a walking shadow; a poor 
That struts and frets his.hour upon the 


' stage 
And then if heard no more. 


Sir Walter Raleigh, from his cell in 


London tower, suggested the similitude 
of; a Journey: 


. Give me my scallop-shell of-quiet. 
My statft of faith to lean upon. 
My 'scrip of Joy—immortal diet'.— 
My bottle of salvation, 
My gown of glory, hopes true gauge. 
And thus I take my pilgrimage. 
But quaint George Herbert said 


was like a ramble through the fields on 
a summer's day: 


—that he is "a stomach with its appur- 
tenances" and nothing more—the world 
would, indeed, be quite large enough 
for him; but for immortal beings it is 
simply "an inn where travelers bait, 
then post away." 


The second reason for acquiescence 


in the limitation of .life is that its ma- 
chinery wears out. 
cleslastes there is 


In the Book of Bc- 
a striking picture 


of the decay of the physical powers. In 
old age. Koheleth says, "the keepers 
of the house do tremble and the strong 
men-bow themselves;" that is, the 
limbs are palsied and bowed with; in- 
firmity. "Those that look out of the 
windows be darkened;" poor old eyes! 
"The doors shall be shut In the streets 
when the sound of the 
grinding 
is 


low;" the shrunken lips are pursed. 
"He shall rise up at the voice of the 
bird;" no need of chanticleer; the twit- 
ter of a sparrow awakes him. "And 
all the daughters nf music are brought 
low;" or as Shakespeare put It, 
big, manly x-o!ce. turning again 


"His 


to- 


ward childish treble, pipes and whistles 
in his sound." 
"He Is afraid of that 


which is high:" a long steep road is 
via Dolorosa to him. "Fears are in the 
way: the almond tree blossoms:" his 
head- is crowned with silver. "The 
grasshopper is a. burden, desire fails:" 
It is time to go! 


The mental faculties also yield to 


advancing years. I remember an need 


his study hours Is naturally affrighted 
by the thought of the examinations 
incident to graduation.

us 
be 


scrupulous in the discharge of every 
duty, knowing well the eternal Issues 
that flow from faithfulness here and 
now. 
"Do yc n^xte thynge." Follow

It is written. "He went about doing 
good." 


A pastor tells of a crippled parish- 


ioner confined to her room but zealous 
of good works, who thus expressed the 
purpose of her life:

This World Not Our Home. 


The story-teller is an interesting fig- 


ure In the oriental life of olden time. 
He served not merely as a purveyor of 
hews, In the absence of books 
and 


newspapers, but also as the narrator 
of legends and traditions. You will 
still meet with him In the desert en- 
campments. At night 
the Bedouins 


gather In a'circle, their swarthy faces 
glistening in the torchlight, their forms 
bent forward and eyes attent upon tho 
etory-teller, whose gestures, calm or 
violent, are adjusted to his theme.

fly away." Our happiness depends in 
large measure one our cheerful accep- 
tance of that decree.

They turned 
away from their God. and took up the 
worship of calves made of gold by 
Jeroboam. 


There has been a good deal of dis- 


cussion about where Jeroboam got his 
pattern. Possibly he modeled It after 
the historic calf set up by Aaron, or 
perhaps he got the Idea from the same 
source. Some have suggested that he 
made cherubs, like those on the ark of 
the covenant In the temple. If that Is 
«o. It was to make the people feel that 
after all they were worshiping God, 
though they did not go up to the tem- 
ple to do It Jeroboam's real reason 
for making the calves was that he 
feared he could not hold the people In 
their allegiance to him If they still 
continued to go up to Jerusalem to 
worship In the temple. He did not tell 
this to the people, »ut Instead, being a 
shrewd politician, he tried to have It 
appear that he had done It for their 
accommodation: 
"It Is too much for 


you to go up to Jerusalem." He set up 
two Images, one at each end of tho 
kingdom, a.bout one hundred and fifty 
miles apart, at Bethel and Dan. 


Disobeyed a Commandment. 


All who worshiped the calves dis- 


obeyed God's command, "Thou shall 
have no other gods before lie." Jero- 
boam was himself tho high priest of 
lawbreakers, 
not alone because he 


made the Images, but because he stood 
at the altar of the calf and officiated 
In the offering of sacrifice. It was « 
mere pretense that he did It unto God. 
While he was In the net ot sacrificing, 
God punished him,for It by paralyzing 
his arm, and by the power of God the 
altar was broken, and the ashes scat- 
tered about. God sent a special mes- 
senger to him in the person of an aged 
prophet to rebuke him for his Impious 
action. 


"Lost" in this World. 


On that day the kingdom of Israel 


began Its course as "the lost tribes." 
They show us that men must be lost 


"I'm not loth." A man may lose all 
of his money and still have his best 
treasures left, but let him lose charac- 
ter, and he has Indeed lost all. The 
man who goes wrong will sooner or 
later have lost health; lost the noblest 
thoughts: lost the most manly feel- 
ings; lost the best hopes and aspira- 
tions of the soul: lost the purest Joys 
ot a Christian home; lost the grand 
fellowship of good men; lost true pa- 
triotism and human brotherhood; lost 
God and heaven.

The "unpardonable sin" is fixedness of 
evil character. 


There is a time, we know not when, 
A point we know not where.

But let It always be remembered that 


no one can have committed the un- 
pardonable sin who desires pardon. No 
one Is hopelessly lost who desires to be 
found.

that led men there.

gary, there Is many a man who had n 
good position and lost it by some small 
wrong that led on to greater ones, and 
finally to discharge. 
He stole a few 


postage stamps of his employer; nnd 
then a few pens and a pencil; and then 
kept some change by lying about the 
price of what he bought; and then 
came the broken till and the forged 
check, and the first 
Imprisonment— 


only a few days, but opportunities for 
employment had been "lost." 
And 


without wages clothes were soon rag- 
ged, and the tramp life came in regu- 
lar sequence. 


With many a boy who has lost his 


standing In school and later his place 
In the shop and his good name In the 
community, the first wrong step was 
tho secret cigarette

not because there was any use or sense 
in It. From the cigarette to lost nerve, 
lost health, lost virtue, lost position

revolved around Senator Lexow's in- 
vestigation of tho sugar, rubber, to- 
bacco and wall paper combinations. 
The work of his committee, which held 
sessions in New York city and com- 
pelled the presentation by the corpor- 
ations of their records, resulted in the 
passage of the anti-trust laws of New 
York, which are. the pioneers of their 
kind In the United States. 


Son of German Editor. 


Mr. Lexow was of German extrac- 


tion, the son of the founder of the 
"Belletristlsches Journal," a German 
weekly literary periodical, established 
in New York In 1852. The father had 
emigrated from Sc.hleswlg-Holstein in 
early life, and settled in Brooklyn, en- 
gaging in literary pursuits. 
The son's 


first education was In the German- 
American 
Collegiate 
institute 
of 


Brooklyn, and he was sent alone to 
Europe when 16 years of age, the pur- 
pose being to train him for a journal- 
ist. He later developed a.n inclination 
for the law. 


As chairman of the committee on 


resolutions of the New York state re- 
publican convention. Mr. Lexow had 
the distinction of being the first man 
to introduce a gold plank in the cam- 
paign of 1896.

There was much enthusiasm, but no money, which 


seems an appropriate condition for an art venture, 
especially in its infancy. 
Meetings were held ^vari- 


ous studio buildings and the roliipg ball began to in- 


crease in size. 


Many Pleasant Features. 


There were lectures and musicales for pleasure 


ind instruction and practical help extended in a small 
way -where it-was most needed. 


That was all very pleasant, but a little vague. The 


day came .when enough money was guaranteed to war- 
rant'the cluVs moving into its own room. There an 
Employment bureau for models was established, the 
first definite practical work to be undertaken. It was 
easy to'enlist the interest of the models to a place 
which-helped them to'get work, and the artists were 
QO'less -willing to come into an enterprise that saved 


them trouble and time. 


To-day the club occupies a four story house, No. 


224 .West Fifty-eighth street, and has become -an 
important element in the art life of New York. If 
you'are a member you are admitted to any or all of 
tta privileges, from nine o'clock in the morning until 
ten o'clock at night.' That means that any one who 
lives In a hall bedroom can have the use of spacious 
rooms with comfortable chairs, good light and all the 
«t magazines, as well as others, to read. Meats are 
furnished in a pleasant dining room at reasonable 
prices, and at four o'clock in the afternoon there is 
a. cosey tea free of charge. Here may be fouud the 
atmosphere of the studio, the pleasant part of it, and 
the social interchange based on good will and friendli-

A Word About Models. 


"Why not? They are the only classes of workers 


who constitute the art world. They both make their 
living out of art; hence they have one great interest 
in common ami they find friendly co-operation a great 
advantage. 
The model is much more likely to take 


an interest in the work of an artist who will treat 
her as a friend and helper than in that of the person 
who tries to do business on the basis of 'mistress and 


maid.' 


"Time was when women artists regarded models 


almost as an evil necessity; when they were as much 
afraid of them as many lay people are to-d:iy. But 
thnt was long ago, before the work had interested the 
nice class of girls it does now." 


Of course, models in America occupy a different posi- 


tion from those in countries where both art and society 
are older and more conventionalized. Whether it is 
better for art is a mooted point. American models 
are not a fixed class. They do not intend to stay in 
the business as long as their sisters in Europe. Indeed 
many of them are only posing for the money to enable 
them to do something else. Scores of them are doing 
something else meanwhile. The. secretary of the Art 
Workers' Club will inform you that such a model is 
also an art student. One has already been graduated 
as a model and is making her living as an illustrator 
Another lias gone in for modelling.

Edlbl* nests are found In the'islands 


o" the coast of 31a.m. and are the pro- 
ducts of a species of birds belonging 
to the family of swifts. The nests con- 
si .t almost entirely of the salivary 
secretion of these birds, whose salivary 
B'ands are much more developed than 
those of the ordinary swift. The sca- 
'n for the gathering of the nests be- 
:lns in April, and ends in Spetember. 


The female bird, occasionally assist- 


ed by the male, makes the nest. About 
trree. months are spent by the birds 
n completing their first nest, which Is 
taken by. the nest gatherer before eggs 
are laid in it: then • the birds im- 
mediately begin to make another nest, 
which is finished in about thirty'days, 
and which Is also taken.

third nest is ma.dc in 
about 
three 


months, in which the bird is allowed 


ar its offspring, after which this 


nest is also gathered. Each family of 
birds thus furnishes three nests In 
one sea.s'rm. 
The nests taken at 'the 


beginning of the season are considered 
the best in quality .

cacy, but alsc as a va.lua,ble tonic 
medicine in neurasthenia, and pulmo- 
nrry disorders.
